No. CER|14J87-CLB.—^Ip exercise of the powers 
conferred on me by Clause 17 of the Textiles (Cort- 
Trol) Order, 1986, I hereby issue the followin(J Noti¬ 
fication :— 

PART—1 

1. Short title, extent & commencement : 

(1) This Notification may be called the Textiles 
(Consumer Protection) Regulation, 1987. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall come into force from 15th August, 
1987. 

2 . DEFINITIONS ; 

(1) “Chindies” mean cut-pieces of cloth having 
length 25 cm. or less. 

(2) “Damaged piece” means a piece of cloth 
which contains more than two defects as enumerated 
in Appendix 'C’ of this Notification or otherwise 
specified therein. 

(3) “Dealer” means a person trading in wool 
tops, yam or cloth, whether wholesale or retail and 
whether or not in conjunction with any other busi¬ 
ness. 

■(4). “Ex-factry Price” means Ex-factory price per 
metre, per pair or per single as the ca^e may be of 
the cloth, which is accfctpcd by the Central Excise 
Dept, for Central Excise Duty purpose or the Ex¬ 
factory price contracted for sale with the person to 
whom the cloth is to be delivered, whichever is 
lower. 

(5) “Ex-factory Price including Excise Duty” 
means Extraordinary price as described above plus 
amount of Central Excise duty actually pa d on the 
cloth, per metre or per piece or per pair, as the 
case may be. 

(6) “Fents” rpean cut-pieces of fabrics, exclud¬ 
ing cut-pieces of towels, having length of 50 cm. or 
more but not exceeding one metre in length. 

“Manufactured for export and not for sale in 
India” means exported by the manufacturer himself 
or sold by him, whethcr^or not in pursuance of a per- 
existing contract, to an exporter for export only, in 
accordance with provisions of the Imports and Ex¬ 
ports (Control) Act 1947 (18 of 1947). 

(8) “Maximum Retail Price” means “Ex-factory 
price inclusive of Excise Duty” per metre or per 
pair or per single, as the case may be,, added with 
appropriate trade margin excluding local taxes if 
any. and in case of “Seconds” and “Damaged Piece”, 
at appropriately reduced trade margin, in accordance 
with the prevailing trade practices, for final sale to 
the consumer in retail, but oxdudvo of local taxes 
if any.

(9) “Packing” means all types of packing such as 
roll packing, piece packing, packing in bale, case or 
bag etc. 

(10) “Pipe of Cloth” means —■ 

^a) cloth in any running length exceeding 90 
cm. 

(b) dhoties and sarees, ordinarily sold by pair 
or piece, the total length ctf such uncut 
cloth, and 

(c>.handkerchiefs;, pillow cases, towels, chad- 
dars, blankets, bed-sheets and bed covers. 

(11) “Rags" mean cut pieces of fabrics having 
length more than 25 cm. but less than 50 cm.' 

(12) “Seconds” means a cut-piece or cloth exceed¬ 
ing one metre but less than 5 metres in length, or 
cloth of any length above one metre having more 
than one defect as enumerated in Appendix ‘C pf 
this Notification. 

3. DIRECTIONS REGARDDJG l^RKING : 

Unless otherwise specified in this Notification, 

(a) The markings on wpol tops, yam and 
cloth as prescribed in this Notification shall 
be complied with by the manufacturer. 

(b) All markings specified herein shall be made 
by the manufacturer on wool tops, yam 
and cloth in concerned manufacturing pre¬ 
mises before their packing and|or delivery. 

(o) These markings and stampings will be in ad¬ 
dition to any other markings specified under 
any other law. 

(d) No fake or misleading markigns shall be 
made on wool tops, yarn and cloth by uny 
person. 

4. EXEMPTION : 

Nothing in this Notification shall apply to : 

(a) Package of cotton and man-made nore yam 
below 500 gm. in weight and package of 
woollen yam below 50 gm. 'in weight, 

(b) 'Wool top, yam and cloth manufactured for 
export and not for sale in India, 

(c) Handloom cloth. 

(d) Hand spun yam. 

(c) Loom—state uncalendared Grey cloth. 

(f) Cloth delivered by a processor to * another 
processor for further processing. 

Provided intimation rsgardign movement of such 
cloth is sent before hand by the former, in the Form 
at Annexure ‘A’ of this Notification, by Registered 
Post, to the Regional Office of the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner under whose jurisdiction the latter falls, and. 

Provided movement of such. cloth is recorded by 
thes latter in the register maintained by him for this 
pu^osc in the Form at Annexure *3’ of this Notlfir 
cation. 
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(g) Hard waste. 

(h) Ropes, tapes and newar. 

(i) Any piece of diamond mesh mosquito net¬ 
ting not exceeding 15 cm. in width at any 
point in the direction at right angles to 
the longest length. 

(j) Tyre cord yarn. 

(k) aoth delivered directly, for Industrial use 
to the industry, including manufacturer of- 
readymade garments, provided the cloth is 
stamped with ■ the words “For Industrial 
use only and not for Local Sale” on both 
ends of the piece. 

(l) Yam reeled off from cop bottom having 

loose ends or knots. 


5. TOLERANCE : 

Every marking specified in this Notification in 
respect of length, width, count, denier or weight etc. 
shall be always subject to the relevant limits of varia¬ 
tion laid down in Notifications issued under Section 
95 of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act. 1958 
(43 of 1958), 


6. MISCELLANEOUS ; 

(1) Unless otherwise specifically provided in this 
Notification, the markings or stampings, as the case 
may be, of words and letters shall-be in Hindi in 
Devnagari script or in English in capital letters and 
the numerals marked shall be the international 
numerals. 

(2) The markings prescribed under this Notifica¬ 
tion, cA also be made in other languages, in addi¬ 
tion to languages spcciflcaliy prescribed in this Noti¬ 
fication. 

(3) The height of the letters and figures used shall 
not be : 

(a) less than 0.5 cm. for the markings specified 
under Part II, ITI and IV. 

(b) .Less than 0.25 cm. for markings to be made 

in case of yam packed in cones specified 
under Part I, and 

(c) Less than 3 cm. for the markings specified 
imdcr Part V. 

(4) Xhe markigns to be made under this Notifica¬ 
tions on the face plait and selvedges of non-controll- 
cd cloth pieces and on bales or packages of non- 
controlled cloth shall be made in colour other than 
red. 


7. RELAXATION ; 

Where, on an application made by any manufacturer 
or class of manufacturers or otherwise, the Tex-' 
tile Cornmissioner is satisfied that any direction is¬ 
sued by him under this Notification causes undue 
hardship or difficulty to any such manufacturer or 
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class of manufacturers, hc'imay, by an order, for rea¬ 
sons to be recorded in writing, direct that the direc¬ 
tions shall not apply, or shall apply subject to such 
modifications, as may be specified in the order, to 
such manufacturer or class of manufenturers. 

8. REPEAL & SAVINCjS :, 

The following Notifications of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner shfljl stand repealed after the commence¬ 
ment of this Notification

PART IT—^Marking of Wool Tops 

9,. On paper label securely pasted on the outside 
of each bale containing Wool Tops, the following mar¬ 
kings shall be made :— 

(a) Name and address of the manufacturer. 

(b) The net weight in Kg. 

(c) Mean fibre length (in mmV 

(d) In case of blended wool tops, the word's 

“Blended Wool Tops”, followed by exact 
percentage of each of the dillercnt types of 
fibre present in (he wool tops packed, as 
illustrated below :— 

Wool ... 45 per ccut 

Polyester .. 40 per cent 

Viscose . . 15 per cent 

(c) The words “Pyre Wool” in case the wool tops 
contain at least 95 per cent wool by weight. 

PART III—Markinas on Yarn 

10. In the case of spun yarn, the following mark-, 
ings shall be made on yam by the manufacturers, on 
paper label securely pasted or attached on the bundle] 
package of yam meant for sale in India:— 

(a) Name and address of the manufacturer. 

(b) When spun from one fibre, the words “Cot¬ 

ton Yarn”, “Polyester Spun Yarn”, “Viscose 
Spun Yam” etc. and in case of woollen yarn, 
‘Worsted Yam”, “Semi-Worsted Yam”, 
“Shoddy Yarn”, “Hand Knitting Yarn” etc. 
as the case may be. 

(c) When two or more fibres have been used in 

the manufacture of the yarn, the Words, 
“Blended Spun Yarn” followed by the gene¬ 
ric name of each fibre and its exact percen- 
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tage in the yarn, as illustrated below:—

(f) Net weight of yarn in the bundle in kg. in 

case of cotton yarn and manmade yam; and 
in gm. in , case of woollen yara. 

(g) Month and year of packing. 

(h) The words “Pure Wool’" in case of woollen 
yam containing not less than 95 per cent 
of new wool by weight. 

(i) Number of plies when the yam is in multiple 

ply. 

(j) Coefficient of variation (CV) . in case of 

Cotton Yarn and manmade fibre spun yam. 

Note.—(i) In case of yam is spun from cottffii 
or man-made fibre, count of yarn shall be 
ihdicated in English Count, and in case ef 
woollen yarn, its counts shall be indicated in 
new merttc (N.M.) counts. 

(ii) In case of yam on cones, the label contain¬ 
ing the prescribed markings as above may 
be pasted inside the cone, and in case of 
yam pn beam, the label containing the mar¬ 
kings may be securely fastened to the beam. 

H. In case of Man-madwi-, Continue us (Filament) 
Yam, the following markings shall be made on yam 
by the manufacturer on paper label securely pasted 
or attached on the bundle|package of yarn meant for 
sale in India :— 

(a) Name and address of the manufacturer. 

(b) Net Weight in kg, of yam in the package. 

(c) Denier of yam with number of Filaments, 

and twist per metre preceded by the word 
"Filament Yarn’’ and its generic name, 
such as "Polyester”, "Viscose”, "Nylon”, 
"Polyhosic” or “Acrylic” etc. as the case 
may be, as illustrated below ;— 


“Polyester Filament Yam .. 40112|600” 

Note:—In case of man-made filament yarn on 
cones [cops, the net weight in kg. as per item 
(b) above, .may be marked only on each 
carton and not on each cone|cop. 

PART IV—^Marking on Non-Controlled Cloth : 

12. Stamping of price : 

(1) On each piece of non-con trolled variety of 
cloth, the price shall be stamped on the faceplait as 
follows :— 

(a) In case of piece- of cloth in running length, 

the wonis, 

(i) “Ex-factory Price including Excise Duty” 

per metre and thp amount thereof, and 

(ii) “Maximum Retail Price pet Metre Exclud¬ 

ing Local Taxes” and the amount thereof. 

(b) In case of sarec, dhoti, bcd-shect, handker¬ 

chief, pillow case, napkin, towel, blanket 
etc., which are sold in specified lengths 
when packed in pairs, 

(i) the words “E.x-factory Price per pair in¬ 

cluding Excise Duty’’ and the amount 
thereof per pair, 

(ii) the words “Maximum Retail Price per pair 

Excluding Local Taxes” and the amount 
of such maximum retail price per pair. 

(iii) On the other ,end of the .second piece when 

packed in pair the words “Maximum Re¬ 
tail Price Per Pair Excluding Local 
Taxes” and the amount of maximum re¬ 
tail price per pair. 

(c> When cloth specified in (b) above is packed 
in singles, on the Faceplait of each single 
piece, (i) the words “Exfactory Price in¬ 
cluding Excise Duty Per Piece” and the 
amount thereof and (ii) the words, “Maxi¬ 
mum Retail Price Per piece Excluding Lo¬ 
cal Taxes” and the amount thereof. 

2. On every metre of a piece of cloth in running 
length at a height not exceeding 2.5 cm. from the 
selvedge, the words “Maximum Retail Price per metre 
Excluding local Taxes” and the amount of such maxi¬ 
mum retail price in figure, shall be stamped alternati¬ 
vely on each mdtre in English Capital letters and in 
Hindi in Devnagari Script. 

(3) No price markings other than those prescribed 
under this Notification above shall be stamped on 
non-controUed cloth. 

13. Other Markings; 

1 he following markings Wiall be made on the face- 
plait of each piece of ndn-contiolled Variety of 
cloth 

(a) Name and address of the manufacturer; 

(b) Description of the cloth, for example, 

“dhoti”, "saree”, “shirting”, “Suitings”,. 
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(c) Sort number of the cloth; 

(d) Length in metres and width in cm.; 

(e) Month and year of packing; 

(f) The words, “Dyed in Direct Colour Not fast 

to Bleach” for cloth dyed in direct colour 
or in which yarn dyed in direct colour has 
been used; 

(g) The words, “Seconds” or “Damaged Piece” 

when the piece of cloth is classified as “Se¬ 
conds” or “Damaged Piece” as the case 
may be; 

(h) In case of Woollen cloth containing at least 

95 per cent wool, the words “Pure Wool”; 

(I) In case of cloth made from man-made fibre 
or filament yam, the words “Made From”, 
followed by the words “Spvm X Spun”, or 
“Filament X Filament” or “Spun X Fila¬ 
ment”, as the case may be; 

(j) The exact, composition of the cloth express¬ 
ed in percentage by weight of each of the 
individual constituents to the total yarn con¬ 
tent of both warp and weft pul together, 
as illustrated below :— 

(i) “Polyester . . lOO per cent” 

or 

“Cotton ... 100 per cent” 

or 

“Viscose .. .100 per cent” 

(ii) In the case of Blended cloth the words 

“Blended Fabic” followed by the gene¬ 
ric name of each constituent and its 
exact percentage by weight in the d*- 
cending order shall be stamped, as 
illustrated below;—

14. In addition to the markings and 'stampings as 
prescribed in the foregoing clauses, manufacturer or 
a person who as manufacturer of the cloth, has caus¬ 
ed the said markings hiadc on it, may stamp their 
own markings only when such markings are either 
their, registered Trade Marks under the Trade and 
Merchandise Marks Act, 195S or under any other 
enactment for the time bemg in force, or which des¬ 
cribes correctly the composition, construction, qua¬ 
lity or process which the word or expression used 
for such markings may intend to carry or suggest. 

15. In the cast of embroidered cloth i.e. cloth de¬ 
corated with designs formed by extra threads with 
the help of needles, nieshcloth, towels, furnieshing 
fabrics, tapestry cloth, jacquard cloth, corduroy cloth, 
woollen suit piece length. Handkerchief, raised blan¬ 
ket, bed sheet and lint cloth, the markings prescribed 
under this Notification may be made either on the 
face plait of such cloth or on a piece of. paper secu¬ 
rely stuck on such cloth or on a piece of cloth secu¬ 
rely stitched to or tagged on to such cloth. 

PART—V 

16. Markings on bales or othet packages 

The following tnarkings shall be'm^de on every 
bale, wooden case or other package of cloth or yam 
in the manner detailed herein-after 

(a) Name of the manufacturer; 

(b) The word “Grey” or “Bleached” or "Colour¬ 

ed” correctly describing the entire contents 
of such bale, case of package under one or 
the other of these descriptions. 

Note ;— 

For the purpose of such markings “grey” clpth 
and “Bleached” cloth mean, respectively 
^ey and b1eac’"ed cloth of every description, 
including sarees, dhotics or other cloth with 
coloured borders or headings only; and co- 
colored cloth means piece-dyed cloth, print¬ 
ed cloth made Wholly or partly from 
dyed yam and excludes grey or bleached 
SMees, towels or other cloth with coloured 
borders or headings only. 

(c) “Chindies”, “Rags”, “Fents”, “Seconds” or 

“Damaged Pieces,” as the case may tie. 

(d) The words “Mills Shop Bale” in respect of 
bale o;r oactage containing cloth for retail 
sale direct to the consumer froin a shop 
owned by the manufacturer. 

(e) When a bale or package contains yarn :—^ 
(i) Name of the manufacturer; 

(li) Counts of Yam; 


(iii) The markings as at item 0) above shall also 
bo made on every alternate metre of the 
cloth at a height not exceeding 2.5' cm. from 
the selvedge. 


(ill) The month and year of packing; 

(iv) Gross weigh in kg.;

[Notification No. CER (14)/87-CLB dated Reference to Qause 2)] 

For the purpose of the Notification, each of the items listed below shall be considered as defect :— 

(1) A float measuring 7 cm or more in length and 0.6 cm or more in width within a range of any 10 metres or less in length of the 
doth or on the border of a dhoti or a saree. 

(2) A cracK naving— 

fa) More than three picks tnissina in cloth made with 48 or less piejes per 2-5 cm 
(b) More than fpur picks missing in a cloth made with more than 48 picks per 2.5 cm. 

;3) A hole, cut or tear exceeding 0.3 cm but does not exceed 0.6 cm in size when in'the body of tne cloth, or exceeding 0.6 cm 
but does not exceed 1.2 cm in size when on the seivcdgo. 

\4) Weft bar due to either difference in raw material used, denier* twist, lustre or difference in colouf or shade in the dyeing of the 
cloth, or due to picks spacing for adjacent groups of weft yam. 

( 5 ) Wlien the cloth has more than two hroken/missing ends going together in one place and forming a warp way) crack having 
length. exceeding 15 cm. 

f6) When the doth has a noticeable oil itaihs marks in its body. 

f7> When the doth has oily weft or prominently noticeable slab or conspicuously broken pattern cither printed or woven, or gout duo 
. to foreign matters such at lint or waste materials woven into the doth, 

f8) If the doth is dyed or printed, has apy prominent water mark or matu mark or any blurred or dark patch or uneven dying in the 
body. 

f9) Any printing defeat which mark the general appearance of the fabric. 

ftp) If the cloth has a local milting or scouring or piling or raising defect. 

(11) Defective hemming when the cloth is sold in units such as blankets etc. 

(12) If the cloth has any prominently visible knot or warp or weft threads tied into a projection easily visible or felt by touch, 

s 

(13) In case of dhoti and saree, if any heading is missing to be packed as "Damaged doth only’’). 

(14) A smash definitely rupturing the texture of the cloth. 

(15) Hole, cut or tear, if it exceeds 0,6 cm in size in the body or exceeds 1.2 cm in size in the selvedge (To bo packed as “Damaged 
doth" only). 

(16) A prominently noticeable double ends running throughout the length of the piece (in the case of woollen cloth only). 

(17) Undressed snarls noticeable over a length exceeding 5% of the length stamped on the piece, (in ihe case of woollen cloth only). 

(18) Any thinly or heavily dyed sdvedged being dyed differently from the body ^ of the fabric resuting is non-infnrmitv of shade 
and extending' beyond 1.2 cml inside the fabric through-out. (in the case of woolen doth only). 

(19) Shading or listiug havipg gradual change In tone or depth of shade of the fabric which may be liable to Impart different shades to 
the component parts of the garments when made-fromthe doth. 

(20) Patchy or streaky dyeing on the face side of the woollen fabric through-out resulting in non-uniformity In the shade of the fabric. 

(21) In the case of milled and scoufed woollen doth, excess or deficiency of cover, due to difference in milling, scouring or raising. 

(22) Prominent mill rigs, such as tcltecl folds and crease produced during milling. 

(23) Prominent water marks all over the doth (In case of woollen cloth). 

(24) Cockled finish causing defective annearance In texture of the fnhrin through out the piece due to irregular tension, unhajanced or 

defective processing. 

(23) Any defect or defects which are of a serious nature anwhich may affect the utility ofthe doth, shall be . acked as 'Damaged 
Piece only. 
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
